“COMBINE” ELIMINATES 
EXPENSIVE HARVESTING 
—e— 


Data collected by field exports of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
Ticulture indioate that the combined 
harvester-thresher is giving general 
satisfaction for wheat harvesting ip 
the Great Plain region on this con- 
tinent, These maohines generally 
have cuts of 12, 15 or 16 feet amd ard 
equipped with an auxiliary engine to 
do the threshing and may be dravn 
by tractor or horses) They have be- 
come very popular in the West in 
recent years as they eliminate ihe 
expensive labor required for stooking 
and hauling which the old method 
of harvesting with a binder, and 
thresbing later on, entailed. The har. 
vester-thresher, or combine as ‘it is 
usually called, cuts and threshes in 
one operation, delivering the grain to 
travelling wagons at the side of the 
machine. The number of acres cut 
per hour ranges from about one anda 
half for the eight-foot machine up to 
about four for the larger make, The 
U.S, investigators’ who studied con- 
ditions in Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas

SHOULD THE 
iNOOME TAX 
BE ABOLISHED 2 
Premier ‘Taschereau of Quebec 
thinks the income tax should be 


abolished because it is a handicap on 
industrial enterprise, and the Ottawa 
Journal is inclined to agree with him. 
Noting that the two great sources of 
government revenue in Canada are 
customs duties and the income tax, 
it says: 

“Customs duties make goods more 
expensive to the people, but they build 
wp Canadian industry and give the 
people more money to pay for goods. 

“Income tax is simply a_ killer, 
Surplus income of individuals must go 
to develop or promote Canadian in- 
dustry and business, It can’t go any- 
where else, When the Government 
takes it, the Government takes the 
money away from private enterprise.” 

If the imcome tax were abolished, 
@ good deal more revenue would need 
to be obtained through the customs 
ties and this would make goods still 
amore “expensive to the people.” The 
trouble with customs taxation is that 
it takes far more out of the people 
@han the Governmem ever receives 
—eeveral times as mach, How much 
fe the coneumer supposed to be able 
to stand? 

As for the income tax, it is true that 
tbe surplus income of individuals 
q@owild all go to promote industry and 
dusiness if it were not lessened by 
this tax, But the fact that this tax 
does fall on surplus incomes, different. 
fates it rather sharply from the cus- 
toms tax, which, as far as the great 
majority of the people are concerned, 
falls on the necessities of life. 

One of the acknowledged principles 
on which taxation should be based is 
ability to pay, and there is no other 
tax im which that principle can be 
followed as closely, or nearly as close 
ly, as in the income tax 

(Revenue obtained from the cué 
toms duffes and the’ income tax to 
gether distributes the burden upon the 
people much more equitably than it 
the customs duties alone were the 
great source of revenue. 

And if it were possible to obtain 
eacugh Dominion revente without the 
fmcome tex, that source of revenue 
would assuredly not be abandoned by 
the provincial governments or the 
gunicipalities, Hence the income tax 
fe not likely to be abolished, If it is 
not too heavy a tax and if the dupll- 
eation could be avoided and the col 
lection simplified, as it should be, that 
fs about all that can be done about

“A specific example will serve to 
illustrate the point—one of the county 
areas of the state of New Jersey with 
approximately 105 schools, and a 
county superintemdent and three sup 
ervisors, each having 35 schools to 
visit, which schools are closer together 
and more accessible than most schools 
im our rural communities. Here we 
have experts jn the educational field, 
vieiting schools for the sole purposu 
of improving the quality of the teah 
jog work. Tiucy have a free hand te 
visit wherever help is needed aad in 
the short space of a few montbs, often 
visit the same school four or five tim 
ea, constantly encouraging the teacher, 
The supervisors are not required to 
report except occasiona:ly to fhe 
vsounty superintendent, 

Inspection by Mail 

All supervisory work need not 
necessarily be done in the school it- 
self; a considerable amount may be 
done by correspondence, by using the 
mails—anything to make the teacher 
feel that she is not an isolated unit 
in the system and that others are in- 
tumaiely and professionally interested 
in her work; anything to make her 
acquainted with the work done by 
other rural teaekers: anything to give
